In its discussion of preparedness, support is pledged “for the full 
rights and privileges of American citizenship against any attack from 
any quarter whatsoever.” 

“We wish to continue on terms of peace and friendship with the 
whole world,” the platform declares, “and we support the movement 
designed to make increasingly difficult and improbable a resort to force 
in the settlement of international difficulties, But we assert the right 
of America to oppose any violation of international agreement to which 
it is a party, and its duty to insist upon the security and guarantees of 
the laws of nations. We advocate complete preparedness for the com- 
mon defe economic, industrial and financial as well as military.”

“DIAMOND GANG” GETS 
JEWELS IN PASADENA. 


VERLOOKING gems worth at 
least $15,000, a clever diamond 
thief last ‘night entered the 
sleeping apartment of Mrs. Michael 
Healy at the Hotel Maryland, Pasa- 
dena, and stole a diamond pendant 
valued at $1500. The burglar is be- 
lieved to be a member of the same 
gang which accomplished the Modini- 
Wood, the Gillette and the other 
Pasadena diamond robberies. 

The pendant, which was given to 
Mrs. Healy as a birthday gift by her 
husband when they were traveling 
abroad, is in the shape of a five- 
pointed star and contains forty dia- 


monds. The center stone is quite 
large, while the others, all rose dia- 
monds, grow smaller toward the end 
of the points. The pendant, accord- 
ing to Mra. Healy, is the only one 
of its kind in the world, as it was 
specially designed and made by hand 
by a famous silversmith in Venice. 


It was the most beautiful plece of 
| jewelry the Healys saw while on their

A barrier 
will be placed before the portal and, 
immediately after the work has been 
formaliy turned over to the Board of 
Public Works, this will be removed 
and a procession of autos through the 
tunnel will begin. 

At about the center the party will 
halt and there will be short addresses 
of felicitation, some music, and then 
the trip through the big bore will pro- 
ceed. Immediately thereafter it will 
be thrown open to general traffic. 

HISTORY OF WORK. 


The contract for the lowering of the 
Broadway tunnel was awarded on Jan- 
uary 13, 1914, to Mr. Atkinson for the 
sum of $184,800. Since then there 
have been various extras required, so 
that the total cost of the work will 
be slightly above $200,000. The awards 
of damages in connection with this 
enterprise amounted to $86,645.75 
and there were forty-two claimants, 
ltwenty-five of whose claims were al- 
lowed. The awards ranged from $750 
to $27.500. Because of the lowering 
of the floor of the tunnel it was nec- 
essary to make a fourteen-foot cut in 
California street, and to change the 
grade of Broadway from Temple street 
to the tunnel. 

When the contractor made the ex- 
cavations for the purpose of underpin- 
ning the foundations, it was found 
that the original contractors had failed 
to make the foundations the proper 
width. This had to be done, and the 
base is now six feet in thickness. 

ONE OF THE BEST. 

The tunnel is declared by men fa- 
miliar with such work to be one of the 
finest in the United States. It is 752 
feet in length and the archway is 
twenty feet high. The entire bore is 
lined with glazed white tile, making 
a most pleasing appearance and caus- 
ing a soft diffusion of the light. At the 
southerly portal plans have been made 
for the installation of an elevator 
service later on. A room 6x8 feet has 
been cut into the westerly bank, also 
an engine-room and elevator shaft, 
all finished in the same style as the 
tunnel itself. The stairway on the 
outer face of the southern portal has 
been extended, so that it now has a 
rise of sixty-five feet to Fort Moore 
Hill. 

Mr. Atkinson most of the time has 
had two shifts working on the tunnel, 
and part of the time three shifts were 
employed. The wooed block flooring 
was sublet to the St. Paul and Tacoma 
Lumber Company and C. R. Kellogg 
of this concern has been here giving 
the work his personal supervision and 
running three eight-hour shifts of 
workmen.
